In the paragraph givon below expression ia 
given—in terms almoet procisoly similar to 
those used rather moro than a year ago by 
the President of the British Mercantile 
Marine Officers’ Asgoolation in Hongkong 
—fo the belief of shipmasters that nothing 
can beats British crow —if they were only 
less troublesome, Tho paragraph we quote 
in ap follows :s— 

As regards their drinking habits, our 
asilora have improved grentiy daring the 
lant taenty ox twonty-five years, But in 
the opinion of Mr. Uonsul Dandas, of 
Hambnrg, they have not made so mach 
progress es their German and Saendinavian 
competitors, who ore superior to them in 
aobriety and order. Hence it is that it is 
6 most difficult thing to ship British sea- 
men at Gorman ports, the masters preferr- 
ing Germans snd Scondinavians. The 
Englich masters do not dany the supo- 
tiority of their fellowcountrymen, or the 
fact that whon in difficulty or danger 
they would prefor to havea Britiah crew 
at their backs, but they declare that under 
ordinary circumstances they find the 
forsigners less troublesome. ' If, therefore, 
British seamen complain that Britiah 
yosaels are now filled with foreign seamen, 
they are warned by Mr Dundas that the 
remedy lies in their own bands, Wor is it 
our seamen only who complein of foreign 
competition. There are our traders who 
aro always lamenting tho expansion of 
Germsn trade. Mr Dundes accounts for 
this expansion by the greater pains taken 
by German traders to find ont the wants 
and consalt the tastes of their customers. 
British traders are too apt, he thinks, to 
neglect auch deteils as unworthy of con- 
sideration, because they are eo confident 
thes their manufactures are cuperior to all 
others. 

Most of ua are probably a little sick of

prayer for rain. He stated that he was too 
busy, but on being pressed offered to aend 
hie son to act on his bebalf. This reply 
displeased the petitioners so grestly that 
rioting commenced in which foor of the 
yamen soldiers ware killed. The Viceroy 
on being communicated with sent a detach. 
ment of troopa promptly to the spot. The 
rioters had in the meantime repaired to 
their homes, end so further trouble was for 
the time averted. Bat it ia ssid that they 
will not be allowed to go scot fres. Thay 
will be called to account for their bebavi- 
our, To many of tham it is understood to 
be a matter of small importance what 
becomes of them ; the poor men are rained 
by the dronght and-have simply starvation 
to look forward to.—Zeho. 


A WORD TO INVESTORS. 

The following leaderetto from the Lon- 
don Daily News might almost have heen 
addressed te the community of Hongkong : 
——Tho present unprecedented acoumulati -n 
of unemployed capital scems likely at a 
wore or leas diatant date, according {o all 
previous experience, te lead to an outburat 
of speculation and indiscriminate invest- 
ment, The financial pendulum swings 
regularly from the extreme of caution 
to the extreme of recklessness. Pro- 
tnoters are watching spxivusly to catch 
the drift of opinion in the matter of new 
outlets for the employment of surplus 
fands ; and the prevailing impression seems 
now to be that, having suffered from in- 
vestments abroad, the Britiah public is 
likely to be well disposed towards home 
enterprises, There is something, of course, 
to he anid im favour of working as jeint- 


stock concerns the industrial nod commer- 
dal. ‘nndortakings ‘in our own country, 
whish, ynder private ownership, contribute 
no punch to the national wealth and well- 
baing ; but there are one of two considern- 
tions which should be kept prominently ig 
view by intending investors in companies of 
thie description, In the first place, the 
personal element is all-important in the os- 
teblishment and success of many of 
such business, Indjvidysl energy and 
knowledge ia often Poorly replaced by joiat- 
stook menagement, Tho founder of av 
enterprise gives his time and attention for 
nothing, ind when the book of a privste 
concern are taken asa besis for future 
results, io some cases tho additional outlay 
on 8 board of directors and. manegement 
moske all the difference between profit 
and insolvency. A very. common form of 
appeal to the public at present is the offer 
of debentyres in concerns formed into 
limited liability compenjes with the exproas 
intention of securing this facility for raising

investment is provided. for the public.

LIFE OF A ‘GRAPHIJ’ 8SKETOHER, 
PHIL MAY.- 

M, H, Spielman, in the Magazine of Art, 
gives a short akotch of the career of Phil 
May, whose drawings in the Grayhic and 
other illustrated publications aro so very 
popular :— 


Tho story of Mr Phil May's life—thore 
is not much of it to tell, and in appearance 
at least ho in atil} little more than a youth— 
in adsimploand clearly marked as oue of his 
own designs. Ho was born in 1864 at 
Leeds, His father was not in good cireum- 
stances; and wher the child was twelve 

ears old he was taken from school and put 
io the way of earning hie own living. Ho 
had always loved to draw. Paper and 
pencil were his greatest joy, and battle- 
acenes his farourite subjects, It is true 
that these battle-acenea foreshadowed but 
little of fature excellence in figure-drawing, 
for—granted ‘all the auggeation of action 
and ‘ gv'’—they contained little else than 
amoke, imposing in theic great volumes of 
driving cloud, with bayonets aticking out 
bravely in every direction... The boy loved 
ail this ciroumatance of war, ad imagined 
not only figures, but whole regimonta of 
them, bohind the great rolling curtain; yet 
it cannot be denied that tho difficulties of 
the figuro, artistically speaking, were aa 
yet unattacked. 80, observing the lad’s 
devotion to art, bis father sent him, with 
curious inconsequence, to an architect's, 
to learn the art and mystery of sohoming 
plans and drawing elevations, It at once 
became apparent that it was not by archi- 
tecture that the boy would build up hia for- 
tune and carve his way to fame ; and after 
a couple of weeks he tarned bis back upon 
tho office in despair, oxchanging that re- 
oseful and highly respectable profession 
or one far more Bobemian in its character 
and customs. He joined a company of 
strolling players st a salary of not loas than 
twelve shillings a wask, and at once took up 
& unique position in the cornpany, He had, 
indeod, discovered # atrango facility for 
caricature, the result of great power of ob- 
servation and peretration into charactor, 
combined with a keen sense of humour and 
a rapidly improving exeellonco with the 
pencil. His duties then consisted second- 
arily of playing small parts, such as pages 
and the like, sometimes rising to inform 
the principals that their carriages waited 
without. Bat primarily he hed the 
taking of caricatures of the chief actors 
of the troupe for display in the shop 
windows of the towns through which they 
toured. The practice thus afforded him 
was invaluable ; and of hardly leas assis- 
tance was the encouragement shown to his 
badding art by the applauaa of his com. 
panions. But the life ho ied was a hard 
one, herd enough to ba keenly felt by the 
boy, who had never yet known what luxury 
might be, and had enjoyed but little even of 
the bareat comfort. But for four yoars he 
persevered, travelling, drawiog, and acting. 
To 1878 his first public sppaarance in the 
press wos mado ix the now extinot York- 
shire Gossip; and when he was sixteen 
years of ago he retorned to Leeds. Hero 
he left the stage behind him, as he had 
originally left the architect's, and he de- 
voted hia energies to auch work as he was 
lacky enough to find todo, And so far did 
be succeed in challenging recognition that 
that very autumn be was empioyetto desiga 
the costumoes for the great Leeds pantomime, 
The same year—1832—Mr May determined 
to try his fortune ia London town. Ho 
came provided with an introduction to Mr 
Bancroft’s manager, and he quickly proved 
his powers as a caricaturiat by making 
coloured choracter-sketches of Mr Banoroft 
and one or two other theatrical celebrities 
fora paper called Society, togathor with a 
couple of Christmas number cartoons that 
wera crowded with portrsits. For these 
caricatures he never was paid, but they 
led to an introduction to the editor of the 
Stephen's Review, for which ho began 
Gontrina a sketch of Mr Tools; 
and ao rapidly did be establish himaalf 
as a popular favourite in its pages that 
within a few weekn was commiasioned 
to illustéste throughout the Christmas 
number of that journal, which, under the 
tithe of ‘Tha Coming Paradise,’ attracted 
considerable attention. This work, varied 
with theatrical costumo designing, and 
occasional drawinse-for the Benny Tlua- 
trated Paper, continued for two years, 
when Mr May was templed to go to 
Australis to join the atuifof the Sydney 
Bulletin—s paper which its admirers de- 
elered to be the funniest paper in the 
world, a quarry of humour worked by the 
comic papers of other countries in search of 
fuo and orginality, I: was here that be 
threw off the tramme’s of other artists 
by whose influence he bad allowed his 
genius to be guided, and, by force of 
ciroumstances to be recounted later 
on, adopted that style of draughtsman- 
ship of which he ia mow the accom. 
plished master. Mr May, im spite of 
appearsnces, is a Blow worker—slow and 
desperately sorious, for all the bubbling 
fun and constant flow of wit and humour 
that render him one of the jolliest and 
moat amusing of companions, If he has 
to introduce into a drawing the portrait 
of some particular person from whom he 
is anable to obtain a sitting, be will 
watch his victim and sketch .him with 
the most deliberate care and con:cien: 
tiousness; he will even ‘get bic: in bits,’ 
if it ie hecossary, and, not, infrequently, 
when he returns to his stato, the artist 
will find that be lise the no fone 
page of his note-book, fhe -eye on 
another, and tha muscles about the mouth 
on e third; and to ebtiin o likeness, 
theae muat all be pieced together. And 
then models are procured —for thors is lit. 
tle chic in Mr May's philosophy, for all 
the appearance of it—and ‘the hole 
gompesttian is ax carefylly-and acpytatel 
worked out as if the desigh waa for a gran 
historical painting, instead of a sketch of 
just a holiday crowd for the Daily Graphio, 
ora ‘nocial out’ for Punch.’ And when it

AMERIOAN TRADE AND FINANOE, 


| The continued nusertainty of the com. 
mercisl.and industrial outlook in the United 
Btates, consequent on the prolonged delay in 
the settlement of the Tariff question, and 
the resumption within the last few days of 
gold exports on a largo scale from New 
York, have caused some rovewal of ancasi- 
nese nmong holders in this country of 
American securities, It is remembered that 
a eovere financial crisis took place last 
autumn on the other side of the Atlentio 
and it ie argued that a furthor depletion of 
the gold reserves might lead to: another 
apasm of distrust, with a requlting decline 
in values, even from the present low levels, 
While we are not inclined to hazard any 
ropheoy aa to the immediate reault of the 

‘ariff discussion, complicated an it ia b 
political aud personal sontiderations w! 
cannot be fully appreciated hore, wo 
not among those who look upon a seri 
collajae of American oredit ae one of the 

robabilities of the future, The position now 
Ja materially different from that of a year 
ago, While the Silver Purchaso “Act 
was in. force, and the United States 
Goveroment was buying each month four 
and a half million ounces of the depreciated 
metal at continually falling prices, the 
circulation of the country was being steadily 
debased ant inflated; and it wag a mers 
matter of calculation how long the process 
would contioue before all the ayailable gold 
would be drivea from tha country and tho 
feurrency placed on silver basis, In tho 
twelyo months of tha fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 1893, the United States lost on 
balance 87,500,000 dole, of gold. Tha 
repeal of the Sherman Aot last autumn 
gansed a sharp return current of the motal, 
and though during the first half of the 
present year the normal outward movement 
took place, yet for the twelve months ending 
June, the net loss to tho United States 
was only some 4,590,000 dots, 

Surprise has been expressed in some 
quarters that, with the published” trade 
stetistics for the past year showing a large 
apparent balance dua to the United States 
from abroad, gold shipments should be 
necessary to balance ths account, With 
dull times at home, the Americans have 
been baying much less foreign goods than 
usnal; and during the fiscal year ending 
June 30th, the excess of exports of mer- 
chandise over imports, aa shown in figures 
recently given in our Moaey Market columns, 
amounted to no less than 237,000,000 dots. 
To this must be added 37,000,000 dols. for 
exoess of silver exports over imports, aud 
4,500,000 dols. excess of gold exports, as 
atated above, making a total of 278,500,000 
dols, Against this large amount, however, 
aust bo set the annual interest charge for 
American obligatious held in Europe, the 
varyiug amount of which is very diftioult to 
estimate, and allowance moat bo made for 
the large sums apaually spent by American 
tourists on thie side of the Atlantic, placed 
as high ea 100,000,000 dels, by some autha- 
tities, Freight charges on foraign-owned 
vessels form anather heavy item to be mot 
annually, and all combine to nike an 
effectual offeet in ordinary yeara to any 
excess of produce shippel to this country, 
So far as any present gold movements are 
concerned, the adverse balance which ap- 
parently exists may well be swollen to 
untsnal proportione by the almost complete 


susponsion of new loans to Amorican reil- 
toad and other corporations consequent on 
the want of confidence which adeots our 
markets no less than thosa in other parts 
of the world. The remittances now being 
made from New York are out believed to be 
necessary to meet any trade requirements, 
but are understood to ba destined for 
Austria, in connection with the rehabilite. 
tion of the currency of the dual Empire, 
It is uot expected that they will be long 
continued. In the ordinary course of 
business the mayement should be reversed 
in 5 fow weeks. 

In considering the question of American 
gold exports, it mist not be forgotten that 
the United States themeslves are among the 
largest producers of gold inthe world, aud 
in fast held the premier position until 
dispossessed by the wonderful discoveries 
in the Transvaal. Their present output 
exceeds 40,000,000 dola per annua, or 
one-fifth of the total production, ‘Gold 
thua forma a regular article of export, the 
‘more ao as—its—notual- use: for--internal- 
currency purposes is very limited. Sina 
the Civil War, Amerigats have became so 
habiteated to the use of notes that but 
little metallic cirontation is seen, expecially 
in the Eastern and Central States, In spite, 
however, of Lhe divergent views beld on the 
ourrenoy question, all partica in the Union 
ara at present pledged to the polioy of 
maintaining the paper dollar, the gold 
dollar, and the silver dollar at au equivalent 
and interchangeable value. The national 
wealth aud oredit aro ample to seoure this 
object, and will doubtless be employed with. 
out hesitation, The United States Goyern- 
weat could borrow at a few hours’ notics 
any needful amount of gold ta reatore ite 
cash reserves, cither in ite own territories 
or in Europe, The initiel difficulty, of

offsot of gars bursting in action, oF 
breaking down in any way, ia great 
amongst even experienced soldiers, In 
the war, its success depended to ‘a 
gteat extent upon the experience’ of Sir 
HopeGrant and Sir Robert Napior ic Indian. 
watfaco, A British general accustomed to 
European warfare would have been alow in 
his movements, but Indian officers follow 
ap thoir successen without giving the foo 
breathing time. This was also a ¢ratt in 
Moltke's genius, Wolseley termed the 
campaign shord, brilliant, succesapul, This | 
waa tho creed of Napier's generalehip, if 
grand combination and shock action be 
added to it, The way he worked cavalry, 
infantry, artillery and transport was worthy 
of the most comprehensive military mind, 
In studying this war, we wors delighted 
with the close attention paid to the chang. 
ing operations of wat, through the onward 
taarch of progrossive science in rifled gua- 
nary, by Viscount (then Lieut,-Colonel) 
Wolscley. Lord Napior always believed in 
¢loss action, aa his conduct at Mooltan, 
Lucknow and Gwalior proved. The follow: 
ing words of Wolanley were also the practical. 
words of Lord Napier, ot Magdala, i.¢,, 
‘We havo received a lesson in this war 
against over-estimating the effect which the 
substitution of'iflos for smooth-bore “mus 
kets prodaces' in ‘action, proving that to 
clone with an enemy is atill as essential for 
victory as it was in the days of epears and 
crossbows. Mo skirmishers at a distance 
will inflict auy very decisive losa upon an 
anemy, and it is mach to be feared that the 
possession of rifled weapons. mu 
towards inculcating the principle ‘of en- 
gaging at_long bowls and arciding close 
combat, from which alone decisive events 
are to be obtained,’ Napier, despite the 
invention of new guns and projectiles, 
maintained that victory waa the ame aa of 
old; that. it. still depended upon close 
action, the akill and genius of the General 
commanding, the physical and moralcourage 
of the men, with good marching power, 
battle tactics, fire discipline, and general 
intelligence. Clone combat always animat- 
od the ranks of the Black Prince, Marl- 
borough snd Wellington, Gough, Har- 
dinge, Clyde and Wolsoloy in tht direction 
of theix wats. He believed in bayonet 
action before that of ‘long bowls.' Bat
